How Lieut. Mulloch of Peterboro’ 


Bombed Brussels Aerodrome 

A chrilling story of the wonderful 
exploit of a young Canadian aviator, 
Lieut. Mulloch of Peterboro’, who flew 
to Brussels and did damage to Ger- 
man Zeppelin sheds and aerodrome} 
quarters there, is told by Major pts 
Kelvey Bell, in a letter received at 
Ottawa. He says: 

“T saw one of the Canadian flying 
men, Lieut. Mulloch of Peterboro’, 
who is attached to the Naval Flying 
Corps. He had just come back from 
a flight to Brussels. [He started off 
in a mist and rain and flew over a 
mile high above the clouds, and he 
said that every time he came down a 
little to see where he was, the Ger- 
mans opened fire on him, and fired so 
accurately that he had greaé difficulty 
in dodging the shells. After he had 
been travelling nearly an hour and a 
half he came down through the 
clouds and below him wes a great, 
beautiful city, the most beautiful city ; 
he ever saw, with wide streets and} 
splendid buildings. He knew where 
the Germans had their. aerodromes, | 
and he made direct for one of them. | 
It was a large building painted in| 
green and red and yellow, so that} 
from a height it looked like the} 
ground. He swooped down towards 
it and the Germans opened fire on} 
him with their guns, so that the shells 
burst all around him.

AND MIXED FARMING 


Prominent Canadian Newepaperman, 
Makes Original Comment on Wheat 
Situation

Place of Wheat 
Wheat has played an important role 
the drama of Canada’s evolution. 
it is a question whether the part may

It is possible that Canada may some 
@ay regard wheat as California, look- 
ang to-day at her all-but-sterile ex- 
wheat ranches, now regards that yel- 
Qow crop. As a means of opening a 
country to agriculture, advertising its 
Certility, making early traffic for rail- 
ways, and as a negotiable commodity 
for which, like gold, there fs always 
@ market of some sort, wheat has 
e@erved a purpose and may continue to 
fhe of use to Canada for a long time 
to come. But it is a mistake for 
Canadians to suppose that wheat has 
een a profitable crop. The Bastern- 
er travelling in the West is shocked 
te learn, as he is bound to learn if 
he listens, that the wealthy men of 
the West made their money, not out 
of wheat, but by selling farm or city 
land at enhanced prices, or by mixed 
farming. If Canada relies now upon 
wheat as her great means of paying 
her debts abroad and securirfg furth- 
er advances, then she should face the 
fact that according to official figures 
for 1910, 1911, 1912 and 19138, her 
wheat-growers earned only a hired 
man’s wages plus a profit of eighty- 
@even cents per acre of wheat per 
year! This has undoubtedly meant 
cheaper food for foreign workmen, 
but it has meant sacrifice for Cana- 
dians. Possibly no other course was 
open at the time, but to rely upon 
wheat to make Canada rich means 
slow progress and a low standard of 
living. To engage our whole popu- 
lation in wheat-growing would be to 
hire ourselves as a nation at practical- 
ly a farm laborer’s wage. In the four 
years referred to the average return 
to the farmer in Canada on wheat 
was sixty-six cents per bushel, 
The Cost of Wheat 
It cost thirty-five cents (average) to 
haul the bushel to Liverpool and pay 
the incidental expenses. It costs $12 
per acre to prepare the soil, sow, reap, 
thresh and team the grain from that 
acre to the elevator, allowing farm 
laborer’s wages to the farmer only, 
The average yield per acre of wheat 
of all kinds in the years mentioned 
was 19.61 bushels. Thus 19.61 bush- 
@is at 66 cents yielded $12.87—87 
eents more than cost. No doubt some 
farmers made much more than that. 
But as many as made more how 
many made less? If wheat prices 
were tending upward there might then 
be a gleam of comfort. But they do 
mot tend upward, except for rare and 
ebort periods such as the one now 
prevailing, when exceptional circum- 
otances have altered the ordinary con- 
@itions of the wheat markets of the 
world. Seventy-five per cent. of Rus- 
eia’s population is agricultural] popu- 
lation on seemingly unlimited acres 
of excellent wheat land. The sons of 
Western farmers who may be helping 
to force open the Dardanelles are 
bringing closer the day of cheaper 
wheat for the world. The misaton- 
aries in India and the government au- 
@borities in Egypt—all are helping di- 
pectly or indirectly to increase the 
porid’s wheat production, Chili is 
pow able to send her wheat to Liver- 
pool through the Panama Canal. The 
world total wheat production tncreas- 
ed between 1906 and 1918 from 8,340,- 
696,000 bushels to 8,057,818,000 bush- 
pls, or by a total of over 600,000,000 
pushels, In other words, the world 
fm seyen years added to its wheat sup- 
ply more than five times the total ex- 
port of wheat from Canada in 1014! 
ig merely goes to indicate that the 
Beneral deciiiié of wheat priges to be 
ebserved in British Fecords since 
1880-85 1s likely to continue, and that 
from getting sixty-six cents a bushel 
en the average the Canadian farmer 
may come to even less. The reduo- 
tion of transportation rates on wheat 
a thing that may come through the 
increase of east and west traffic on 
Canadian railways and not chiefly by 
arbitrary rate reductions—may for a 
Gime keep up the price to the farmer.

The annual wage and salery roll

to $86,064,815; that of Montreal from 
$12,881,279 to $34,370,853; Winnipeg 
from $1,176,861 to $7,614,646; Edmon- 
ton from nothing to $1,007,724; Cal- 
gary from $96,670 to $1,560,589; Van- 
couver from $664,630 to $4,019,658; 
Regina from nothing to $866,048; St. 
John from $1,865,848 to $2,269,808, and 
fiydney from $114,634 to $2,281,837. 

Yet in the second half of the same 
period the number of food-producers 
to meet this augmented buying-power 
iacreased not much more than 86,708! 

A New National Polley Needed 

Caught between rising food costs at 
home and falling wheat prices abroad, 
the wheat producers of Canada turn 
against the railways, against the 
manufacturers and against the tariff. 
Here is where lies the sinister in- 
fluence of wheat. The lack of a real 
National Policy of Production for 
Canada becomes manifest. The wheat 
miner, seeing no better national fu- 
ture than to grow wheat, would yield 
te the economic pressure of the high- 
ly efficient American nation te the 
south and have Canada become what 
she may only too easily become—a 
mere feeder of raw materiala to 
American workmen. To correct the 
difficulties of wheat-growing the un- 
wise wheatgrower would place im 
jeopardy the whole scheme of iaternal 
trade relations in Canada. 

It would appear as though Canada 
had outgrown the national polfoy once 
so highly spoken of, and that she 
needs another, One is tempted to ask 
whether it would not be wise for men 
to consider carefully whether Canada 
fa to be allowed merely to grow along 
the lines of the least resistance, sham. 
ing herself to the needs of the Unteed 
States, er whether it is possible to 
conceive a career for a nation ‘and 
organise the nation to that end. The 
easy path is lopsided agriculturalism, 
growing always what somebody else 
wants and never what ja wanted at 
home. The dificult path is the path 
of combined agriculture and industry, 
The frat ta the course of ineficiens 
nation: Buch a nation cannot support 
the highest civilisation. The second 
fe the course of efficiency, not easy, 
calling for sacrifice, but the ooured. 
by which the economic, soctal, polits 
cal, intellectual and artistic lige of the 
country may be made really national.

The war budget recently brought 
down in the Imperial House of Com 
mons by Chancellor MoKenna, im 
poses a 38 1-3 per cent. custome duty 


on motor cara, bicycles, ploture films, |’

$2.24 per hundredweight; on tea, cot 
fee, chicory, tobacco and dried fruits, 
20 per cent., and on patent medicines, 
100 per cent.

The Inventor Who Persisted and Fin- 
ally Got a Hearing 

The British army has given anothet 
sad surprise to its enemies. 

It has installed and is already using 
a most effective trench weapon which 
is absolutely deadly to adversaries, 
and being automatically aimed by a 
periscope attachment, exprses those 
using it to no danger. 

Hundreds of these guns are now be- 
ing made as rapidly as possible for 
the British government, and it is be- 
lieved that they will revolutionize 
trench warfare. 

A romantic history attaches, it is 

said, to the invention of the gun. 
{Kleven years ago an inventor named 
| Stokes went to the war office in Lon- 
ydon with the drawings of a new gun, 
j He tuffered the usual fate of such vis- 
jtors to that institution. That is to say, 
he was politely ignored and each time 
he called was requested to come again, 
but he never succeeded in seeing any 
| responsible official 

Being, however, of « persistent turn 

jof mind, he refused to be put off. Con- 
j sequently the war office flunkeys, be- 
coming very tired of his face, asked 
him one day to leave his drawings. 
He did so. And when the persistent 
inventor subsequently renewed his 
jimportunate inquiries he was told that 
the matter was “under consideration.”

I have seen an unforgettable spec- 
tacle: German trenches only partly 
dismantled by artillery and taken by 
main force.

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In A Nutshell 


About One Hundred Million Dollars 
Spent Annually on Liquor in the 
Dominion 


As prohibition of the lquor traffic 
during the war is being earnestly dis- 
cussed let us briefly consider wheth- 
er such action is necessary and wheth- 
er the poople would favor it. 

About one hundred million dollars 
are spent in drink every year in the 
Dominion. Even if it did no harm it 
would be the part of wisdom to save 
that large sum especially during the 
war, But when we consider that it 
does do much harm and entails so 
much further expense it seems need- 
less to discuss It. 

In England and the United States 
it is conceded that ten per cent. of all 
deaths are caused directly or indirect: 
ly by drink. If we adopt one-half of 
that percentage for Canada it gives 
us about five thousand deaths caused 
by drink in Canada every year. Where 
there are so many deaths there must 
be a much larger number who are 
more or less injured by it. We shall 
certainly be within the mark if we 
Say that ten thousand persons are 
killed and injured every year by drink. 

It has been shown in several places 
that it costs about five times as much 
as the revenue received from the traf- 
fic to care for the paupers, orphans 
and criminals it causes. 

It has also been shown that if the 
money spent in drink were spent in 
useful articles, it would give employ- 
ment to eight tines as many persons 
as are engaged in the manufacture of 
liquors. 

Reports from many places show 
that the burden of taxation is greater 
in wet than in dry towns. In some 
places the tax rate is double. The 
saving in police expenses alone is 
more than the license fees, These 
statements are not mere theory; they 
have actually occurred in many places 
and the prosperity following prohibi- 
tion confirms them. 

So much for the needed prohibition 
even in peace times, but do the peo- 
ple want prohibition? In Ontario they 
have voted on three different occa- 
sions by large majorities in favor of 
prohibition and there is no evidence 
that they have changed their lines, 

Again nearly three-fourths of the 
municipalities of Ontario have adopt- 
ed local prohibition of their own ac- 
cord and are so well satisfied with it 
that not one has repealed it in the 
past five years, notwithstanding all 
the efforts of the powerful liquor traf- 
fic, 

A strong indication of the trend of 
public opinion is found in the fact 
thet a number of our best papers and
